Mark Kulda has a front row seat to Minnesota’s most creative fraudsters 


N OW and then, Mark Kulda 
will come across a handful 
of people who say they were 
all injured in the same car acci¬ 
dent. They complain of serious — though 
undetectable — pain. The kind that takes 
months of massage therapies costing about 
$15,000 per person to remedy. 

If the accident sounds suspicious, he’ll 
take a look at the car. Chances are he’ll find 
a dent on the front bumper that looks like 
it could be fixed for $500 — and may have 
been caused by someone gently crashing 
into a tree or a light pole. 

That would be arelatively primitive way to 
stage an accident, says Kulda, spokesman for 
the Insurance Federation of Minnesota. The 
more complex ploys include unsuspecting 
victims, planted witnesses, and fieets of cars 
driven by multiple people who sometimes 
cut, gouge, or beat themselves prior to the 
intended crash. 

The popular “swoop and squat” involves 
variations of cutting in front of another 


driver and slamming on the breaks, he says. 
In a different setup, one car purposely rakes 
another in a double turn lane, while an aptiy 
positioned witness fingers the innocent 
driver. In one scheme commonly found 
with four-way stop signs, a criminal politely 
beckons a victim to go first, then charges 
through to cause a crash. 

Then there are the guys who will torch 
their own vehicles, blamingimaginary arson¬ 
ists because they don’t want to repay their 
loans. Or those with more insurance on the 
car than it’s worth, who drive it into a lake 
in order to pocket the difference. 

Kulda has seen it all. Staged accidents 
are a lucrative scheme, he says, because 
Minnesota is one of only nine states with 
no-fault auto insurance. Under this model, 
insurance companies will pay up to $20,000 
in medical bills without having to find out 
who’s at fault. 

It’s bred a crop of criminal organizations 
whose sole purpose is to stage accidents 
and file false claims, he says. 


Posing as semi-professional chiropractors, 
massage therapists, acupuncturists, and 
diagnostic imagingbusinesses, the criminal 
organizations set up shop in high-density 
areas with lots of traffic. They make home 
visits to folks who have been in minor crashes 
and convince them to spend an hour filling 
out paperwork at a clinic in return for $100. 
These therapists then make up a bogus 
treatment plan, for which they can bill the 
insurance company enormous amounts 
of money. 

Last week, the FBI raided a bunch of 
Minneapolis chiropractic clinics, looking 
for evidence of insurance fi:’aud. They won’t 
confirm how many businesses are being 
investigated. 

“We’ve been talking about this type of 
fraud for a dozen years or more, and [this] 
raid is the first big raid we’ve seen,” Kulda 
says. “It’s a cesspool. [These businesses] 
are literally 100 percent fraudulent billing. 
They do no treatment. These are criminal 
organizations whose sole purpose is to liter¬

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THE NFL’S 
MOST 
ROOTABLE 
PLAYER

T he average NFL punt hangs 
in the air for 4.4 seconds. 
For the Sherels family, that 
time stands still. 

“I close my eyes and I get 
really nervous,” says Kanysha Sherels, sister 
of Vikings punt returner Marcus Sherels. 

She waits it out, gauging the play by the 
crowd’s response, hoping for an ecstatic 
roar instead of the crunch of pads. 

Her brother takes a more clinical 
approach. 

As the ball booms into the autumn sky, 
Marcus’ internal clock starts ticking. With 
50,000 people screaming, he can only con¬ 
centrate on catching it, trusting instinct, 
preparation, and his teammates to keep 
him from getting leveled by the 11 hulking 
men sprinting toward him. 

The NFL is known for its larger-than- 
life figures, measured in both personality 
and girth. Sherels is neither. He stands at 
5-foot-lO and weighs 175 pounds, which 
makes him the size of an average U.S. 
male. His personality is equally lacking 
in distinction. He is soft-spoken and quiet, 
reserved but intelligent. 

Yet in the same way he catches punts — 
eyes upward and ignoring outside forces — 
he’s been able to dash up Hwy 52, from the 
John Marshall Rockets to the Minnesota 
Vikings. Along the way, this undersized 
everyman has likely become the NFL’s 
most rootable player.

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MARCUS’ UPBRINGING inRochester, 
Minnesota, provided his first competi¬ 
tion. ‘We were never given an 5 ^ing,” says 
Marcus of himself and his four brothers 
and sisters. It had to be earned. 

Theirs was a full household: Marcus, 
his older brother Mike, younger sister 
Kanysha, and two step-siblings. Mother 
Linda Lager, who works with special needs 
children in the Rochester schools, “was 
quick to put us in competitive situations to 
make sure that we succeeded,” says older 
brother Mike, a linebackers coach at the 
University of Minnesota. Even making 
gingerbread houses was a contest to see 
who could open Christmas presents first. 

“It’s a family thing,” Mike says. “We 
don’t like to lose.” 

The Sherels boys were constantly going 
at one another, playing football in the snow 
and basketball in the street. Marcus was 
the youngest and smallest. This was his 
apprenticeship for taking on giants. 

He would emerge as an athlete at John 
Marshall High, playing all over the field: 
running back, receiver, cornerback, and 
kick returner. At 5-foot-9 and 150 pounds 
at the time, he was a pint-sized torpedo 
who led his team to a Minnesota state title 
game in2004, before losing to Minnetonka. 

“He had phenomenal speed,” says his 
defensive coordinator, Kevin Kirkeby. “He

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had great hands, a great knack for the ball 
both offensively and on defense.” 

But 150 pounds tends to preclude you 
from the A-list of big college recruits. By 
that point, former Gopher star Darrell 
Thompson was the only John Marshall 
grad to play in the NFL. 

Vic Adamle, a former running backs 
coach with the Gophers, spent a decade 
searching the plains of southern Minnesota 
for players. Thompson was the U’s only 
major signee in that time. 

Division II schools came calling. North 
Dakota, South Dakota, and Augustana 
offered scholarships, but Marcus turned 
them down. They were too small, too far 
from home. 

The Gophers wanted Marcus, Adamle 
stresses, but they weren’t willing to bet on 
his success, urging him to walk on without 
a scholarship. 

To Marcus, this wasn’t an insult. It was 
a challenge. 

His brother Mike had already accepted 
this test, beginning as a walk-on and rising 
to starting middle linebacker. He would 
become the only walk-on ever to be named 
a two-time captain. 

Marcus called to ask, straight-up, 
whether Mike thought he was good enough 
to play Division I. 

“Absolutely,” Mike responded. 


“I didn’t really think about not making 
the team or giving it up,” says Marcus. 
“That stuff never crossed my mind.” 

The Sherelses, after all, are resilient 
people. 

MARCUS MADE the team as a wide 
receiver. He played his first game as a 
true freshman, a 44-0 blowout against 
Kent State. But he would rarely see the 
field again, registering just three catches 
in his first two years. 

He saw time on special teams and prac¬ 
ticed with the scout squad. His career as 
a receiver appeared to be going nowhere. 

Shortly before his junior season. Coach 
Tim Brewster called him to his office to 
suggest a move to defense. “Whatever’s 
best for the team,” Marcus replied. 

He was named a starter before the 
season opener in 2008, just weeks after 
the switch. Jerry Kill, then the coach of 
Northern Illinois, was quick to test him. 

Marcus recalls the first deep shot Kill 
took his way. He was covering a taller 
receiver. “I remember breaking up the 
pass and that kind of set ever 5 l;hing in 
motion,” he says. 

He would start 22 games in two years, 
snatching four interceptions and return¬ 
ing a fumble 88 yards. The Gophers twice 


reached — and lost — the Insight Bowl. 

There was no talk of football after college. 
Marcus remained a too-small cornerback 
on an exceedingly average team. Besides, 
he’d achieved what he wanted: holding 
his own in Division I football and land-

ing a political science degree. “I didn’t 
even think about the NFL until after the 
season,” he says. 

He’d been a respectable cornerback, 
but his stats were average. When an agent 
called, however, he listened. He wouldn’t 
be drafted, the agent said, but someone 
might be interested in a tryout. 


Marcus was intrigued. He wanted to 
see how he’d stack up against the best. 
Law school could wait. He only had one 
chance at the NFL. 

His agent hooked him up with Bill Welle, 
a trainer who helps with Larry Fitzger¬ 
ald’s professional camps, where some of 
the NFL’s top players train together in 
the offseason. 

Fitzgerald, a Minneapolis native and 
All-Pro receiver for the Arizona Cardinals, 
didn’t attend that pre-draft program. It was 
a session for ambitious players unlikely to 
be drafted. Welle put Sherels on a workout 
regimen geared around the NFL Combine: 
starts, stops, explosion, and sprint times. 

“Marcus worked his butt off,” brother 
Mike says. He added 15 pounds of muscle 
and registered a 4.37 seconds in the 40-yard 
dash. His 40-inch vertical jump captured 
attention where his college stats had not. 

He wasn’t drafted, but the Vikings invited 
him to a tryout. 

“The first day I got one rep during the 
entire team period,” Marcus says. “I was 
like, T don’t know why I’m here. I don’t 
have a chance.’ Then the next day [Assistant 
General Manager] George Paton came up 
and said, ‘We’re thinking about signing 
you.’ I was shocked.” 

An undrafted player faces an almost 
insurmountable wall. For a team to toss 
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aside a drafted player, it means throwing 
away his signing bonus and admitting an 
embarrassing error in judgment. Dumping 
Marcus would cost the Vikings nothing. 

“The team is investing in drafted players 
and I think they give them more oppor¬ 
tunities to succeed,” says Eric Decker, a 
Gopher teammate turned New York Jets 
receiver. 

“Drafted players can be free” in training 
camp, Marcus says. “They can joke around, 
whereas with free agent guys like myself 
or Thielen [another undrafted Minnesota 
native], there’s always pressure to perform. 
Every day we have to come and play well 
or the next day we could be gone.” 

The Vikings liked what they saw in this 
work-first approach. But his would remain 
an uphill fight. 

Marcus was cut after that 2010 training 
camp, then signed to the practice squad — 
where he was cut and signed again, before 
finally being promoted for the final game 
of the season. 

Marcus was grateful for the experience. 
It taught him how the pros work, giving 
him a taste of the NFL that only pushed 
him harder. 

He met with Welle again after the season, 
this time in Fitzgerald’s program alongside 
pros like Jerry Rice and Gris Carter. 

Entering 2011, the Vikings were retooling 


their special teams unit. Sherels was one 
of many with another chance. The battle 
for the punt returner’s slot came down to 
him and 2008 draft pick Jaymar Johnson. 
Johnson was waived. 

He’ll never forget the first punt he fielded. 

“It was a fair catch and I went to both

knees right away: Don’t drop it!” he laughs. 
“I caught the ball and after that I was good.” 

By Week 3, he broke off a 53-yarder 
against Detroit. He also shared kick return¬ 
ing duties with Percy Harvin, playing sec¬ 
ond fiddle when teams would kick away 
from his partner. The two combined to 
set a team record of 26.9 yards per return. 
Sherels was starting to make his mark. 

But he was also becoming pigeonholed, 
still vulnerable at his listed position of 
cornerback. Injuries thrust him into the 


lineup late in the season. Opponents tar¬ 
geted Marcus, throwing over him to veteran 
receivers who easily broke away from the 
rookie corner. 

He was exposed. Many figured the 
Vikings would find someone else to back¬ 
up the position. 

Yet he would make the team again the 
following year, and his returns grew more 
explosive, including a 77-yarder against 
Detroit. 

Marcus handled every punt that season, 
gaining confidence with each catch. He also 
showed improvement on defense, though 
not excelling beyond his rank. 

Six years into his career, he now owns 
the highest punt return average in Vikings 
history. He also holds team records for 
touchdown returns and returns of over 
50 yards. 

In most jobs, such accomplishments 
would buy stability. In the NFL, they only 
purchase a chance to reapply for your job 
next year. 

The key word is “back-up.” Sherels 
tends to be the last man standing on the 
depth chart — typically fifth or sixth at 
cornerback. He played just 12 snaps at 
the position last year. 

Teammates commend his technique and 
instinct, but he’s tiny compared to giants 
like Calvin Johnson, the Lions’ 6-foot-5 


freak of nature. And that leads opposing 
teams to target him. 

Decker is 6-foot-3. He lined up against 
Marcus in practice. “Obviously height isn’t 
his big advantage,” Decker says. “He is 
savvy with his speed and quickness and 
he understands leverage. As a receiver, 
you want to be physical with him and use 
your size against him.” 

Through six years in the NFL, Marcus 
has never climbed the cornerback chart, 
which puts him on the roster bubble. 

In a league where turnover is rampant, 
specialized players like him are often the 
first to go when someone bigger, younger, 
or cheaper comes along. Every season Mar¬ 
cus finds himself on the bubble, trying to 
walk-on all over again. 

LABOR DAY SUNDAYS are tense for 
players. Beneath the glimmering excite¬ 
ment of a new season is a locker room’s 
most Darwinian moment: the final roster 
cut down. 

The week before the opener, teams are 
reduced by nearly one-third. “Over 1,100 
players on NFL rosters won’t be by this 
time next Sunday,” tweeted Vikes’ fan Ted 
Glover on August 30. 

The atmosphere is comparable to an 
office during layoffs, minus the cubicles. 
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Each year the rumors cycle: This is the year Marcus won’t make it. 


“You either get a call or you don’t/’ Mar¬ 
cus says. Nerves flutter as the clock ticks 
toward the 3 p.m. deadline. If your phone 
doesn’t ring, you can play another game. 
If it does, you turn in your playbook and 
hit the road. 

Of the Vikings’ 2010 rookie class, only 
Sherels and Everson Griffen remain. Most 
are out of the league entirely. At 28, Marcus 
is already middle-aged by NFL standards. 
The seasons feel longer and it’s harder 
to get out of bed after a rough game. His 
workouts have shifted from strength train¬ 
ing toward speed, acceleration, and agility. 

Each year the Vikings draft a new cor- 
nerback or returner and the rumors recycle: 
This is the year Marcus won’t make it, the 
year the hometown kid will be sent packing. 

Even starters lose their jobs. The Vikings 
cut receiver Greg Jennings in the offseason. 
Former first-round pick Christian Ponder 
bounced between teams into unemploy¬ 
ment this season. 

The average NFL career is 3.3 years. 
These days, the pressure is less severe for 
Marcus. But it’s never gone. 

Complacency amounts to a down pay¬ 
ment on walking papers. ‘"You have to treat 
every year like it’s your rookie year,” the 
Vikings’ senior player, Cullen Loeffler, said 
during training camp in August. Two weeks 
later he was cut. 

Marcus lives with the same fate hover¬ 
ing above his head. “Every time they draft 
another cornerback it pushes him a little 
harder,” Kirkeby explains. “He handles 
stress a heck of a lot better than I would 
if I was in that situation.” 

Whenever the blogosphere predicts he’s 
on the cusp, Marcus sticks to the script: 
Work hard and put your best foot forward. 
Should the cut eventually come, he knows 
he’d latch on somewhere. 

“You’re not only trying out for that 


team,” he says. ‘"You’re trying out for every 
other team in the NFL because every team 
watches your tape.” 

When people doubt him, he internalizes 
that frustration. Of course it pisses him off, 
his family says, even if he’ll never admit it. 

When the Vikings drafted potential punt 
returner Stefon Diggs this spring, Marcus 
didn’t send an angry tweet or demand a 
trade. He hit the gym. 

“As far as being frustrated every year, I 
think he’s happy to have an opportunity 
to prove himself again,” his mother says. 
“He doesn’t just say that, he believes that. 
The competition drives him to do better.” 

Outwardly, he shrugs his shoulders. 
Internally, it fires him up. 

“He’s probably had people his whole life 
telling him that he’s not good enough to 
play in the NFL. He just smiles and says, 
‘We’ll see,”’ surmises Mike Briefer, the 
Vikes’ special teams coach. “He’s motivated 
by people not believing in him. 

“He never feels sorry for himself. He 
just goes out and does the job that you ask 
him to do. His humility has come through. 
That’s what helps drive him. He’s a very, 
very good person. Some guys play with a 
chip on their shoulders. With him, it may 
be there, but you never see it.” 

Those who’ve known him since youth 
are impressed by his achievements, but not 
surprised. Deep down, says his old coach 
Kirkeby, “I think he knows how good he 
is, but he would never talk about it.” 

“The thing I really like about Marcus is 
that he’s one of the hardest-workingyoung 
men that I know,” Briefer explains. “He’s 
one of the most humble young men I’ve 
ever met in my life.” 

It can sound like hyperbole when others 
talk about Marcus: his humility, his kind¬ 
ness, his dedication to self-improvement 
and other people as a whole. But they’re 
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“He’s one of the most humble young men I’ve ever met.’’ 


recurrent notes for anyone who knows him. 

He “doesn’t say much, but his work 
ethic and his play on the field earn him 
a lot of respect,” says fellow cornerback 
Jabari Price. “It’s understood; it doesn’t 
have to be said.” 

It’s a testament to his character that 
teammates speak of a bubble player with 
such admiration. To hear other Vikings 
tell it, Marcus has gone from the practice 
squad to consummate pro. 

“All he does is do things right,” says safety 
Harrison Smith. “He’s the guy that’s always 
going to do his job.” 

Quite simply: “He’s the guy you always 
want on your team.” 

MARCUS IS A CELEBRITY in the 

Mayo city. “I don’t get recognized up here 
too often,” he says of his home in Apple 
Valley. “In Rochester I’ll get recognized 
wherever I go.” 

In his hometown, he does charity work 
for autism and improving kids’ access to 
arts and athletics. At John Marshall games, 
the crowd chants his name. 

He moved to his ownhome just ayear ago. 
“Before that he rented out my basement. 
Before that we had an apartment,” says 
Mike. “He’s got a small townhouse that’s 
very bachelor like, very under-furnished 
with a ping pong table and video games 
galore. I don’t know that he has plates.” 

Despite signing a two-year, $2.2 million 
contract before the 2014 season, Marcus 
remains a portrait of fimgality says Kanysha. 
“He doesn’t have a smartphone.” 

Her brother drove Mike’s hand-me-down 
Geo Prism — vintage 1996 — to his first 
training camp in Mankato. 

“The first two days he was parked in 
between maybe Pat Williams and Bryant 
McKinnie, and they had big, huge Hum¬ 
mers and Escalades,” Mike says. “He came 
in with a rusty Geo Prism.” It didn’t take 
long before Marcus started parking in an 
adjacent lot and walkingto practice instead. 


“He doesn’t get embarrassed about that 
stuff,” Mike says. “He’s comfortable in what¬ 
ever setting he’s in. We don’t come from 
much and he’s now lived both sides of it.” 

At home he’s less harnessed. “He’s a great 
uncle, a great brother,” Kanysha says. Fol¬ 
lowing a Tuesday afternoon interview, he 
left for his niece’s soccer game on his one 
day off for the week. 

He’ll happily talk football, but his replies 
grow guarded as the questions get more 
personal. 

“The lifestyle fits him to a T,” Mike says. 
“A negative headline you will not read.” 

Image and off-field antics can affect a 
roster more than game day performance, 
proven over countless scandals like the 
Love Boat fiasco and Adrian Peterson’s 
suspension. 

To a general manager, it’s just public 
relations 101, says Mike. “Okay, we’ve got 
this guy who’s got a DUI and this guy who 
is a hometown kid who won’t do anything 
wrong. Ten times out of 10 we’re going to 
go with that guy.” 

Despite the omnipresent vultures over¬ 
head, Marcus no longer carries the stress 
of his first few seasons. “I know what I 
can do,” he says. 

It’s a modest, convincing confidence. 
Playing is more fun now. He no longer looks 
over his shoulder with each minor slip. 

His 65-yard touchdown against Chicago 
this season, followed by a big return to set 
up the game-winning field goal against St. 
Louis the next week, speak loud enough so 
Marcus doesn’t have to. With the Vikings 
making the playoffs, he’s a big piece of the 
roster. 

And after six years on the bubble, this 
winter will invite a new experience. Marcus 
will enter unrestricted free agency. 

For now, he lives in the moment. What¬ 
ever his next step, Marcus will prove his 
worth. 

“History serves itself,” Mike says. “If he 
wants something, he’ll set his mind to it 
and get it done.” 03 
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The Latest Loring Park Oddball 

4 Bells captivatingly careens from fried chicken to high-end seafood

he Loring Park complex hous¬ 
ing 4 Bells has seen a great 
many oddballs. 

That includes the original 
Loring Bar, where everyone from an 5 where 
else converged on International Night 
to dance to accordion music, drink red 
wine out of short glasses, and not speak 
English; and Nick and Eddie, raconteur 
Doug Anderson’s part punk rock hang, 
part hamburger joint, part serious din¬ 
ing room. 

Joe’s Garage, a sort of dive bar lite, was 
there for a great many years. It was an anti¬ 
hip holdout, a throwback from another 
time when cocktails weren’t crafted and 
you could order mashed potatoes topped 


with fish sticks with a straight face. 

But anachronisms, no matter how 
charming, must all face their doomsday. 
A new oddball is having its day. And like 
those that came before it, we love it for 
its quirks. 

Unless you, in fact, grew up in the Caro- 
linas, you likely know little of their very 
specific regional cuisine, except perhaps 
in little fractals of the imagination that 
have been culled from the movies. Boiled 
peanuts. Old Bay, chicory, tasso, okra, and 
something that makes the rice dirty. 

But this hasn’t stopped throngs from 
lining up to give it all a try at 4 Bells. 

It’s much more than a restaurant that 
serves regional southern food. The cock¬ 


tail program features drink makers who 
execute their craft with precision. The 
beer and wine selections are expansive 
yet careful. The room is elegant without 
feeling smug. There’s enough light to be 
convivial to families, yet it’s romantic 
enough for canoodling. 

In short, it manages to be the crossroads 
it alludes to in the name — the four bells to 
the four churches that fiank it on all sides. 

Twin Citians, long deprived of the 
magical allure of good fried chicken, are 
about as obsessed with the stuff as they are 
ramen at the moment — two cravings we 
had few ways of pacifying for too long. 4 
Bells is the wildly popular Revival’s clos¬ 
est runner-up for classically great fried 


chicken. 

Though the chicken takes on its own 
character via broastingin apressure cooker, 
the result is a dewy inner fiesh enrobed 
in a fragile, toasty crust. Dill in the brine 
proffers a racy tang. An inspired move 
is serving it with three sauces — a com¬ 
petent (if not fantastic) poultry gravy, a 
watermelon hot sauce, and a Thousand 
Island-esque “Delta Sauce.” 

The kitchen also has an expert hand 
with biscuits. They’re not to be missed and 
offer rationalization for consuming great, 
creamy crests of nectar-like honey butter. 

The place has an imposing way with 
seafood, rivaled only by the most seri¬ 
ous purveyors in our midst — Meritage, 
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Satisfy your craving for fried chicken 
with 4 Bells' take, served with gravy, 
hot sauce, and "Delta Sauce" 


Oceanaire, Smack Shack, and the best 
steakhouses. If you want it, 4 Bells probably 
has it: glittering shellfish towers, oysters 
on the half shell, caviar, lobster tails and 
claws, peel-and-eat shrimp, all expertly 
done, fresh as sea spray, presented clas¬ 
sically and fastidiously. 

We liked the more individualized cre¬ 
ations. The snapper ceviche was easily a 
best bite of the year, with a chile relish 
that sets fire to the fiesh. Creamy yogurt 
quickly cools things down again. Fresh 
herb introduces a peppery fiavor, and 
pine nuts complete things with round 
and buttery dimension. 

Try the whole fried snapper, an unusual 
treat around here. The entire fish is crisped 
to the texture of potato chips and set upon 
chile glaze and fermented black beans. 
It’s a bit of an investment at $36 a plate, 
but it’s a delight to set the snapper on the 
table like a Thanksgiving turkey, and take 
turns deconstructing it, bit by bit. 

Oysters casino with pecorino, bacon, 
and rapini are as rich and appealing as a fat 
bank account. Baby octopus with achiote 
and serrano chiles, citrus, and pumpkin 
seed is everything you’ve ever loved about 
Mexican food in one spirited dish. 

The menu is ambitious, with around 40 
items. A few inevitably fall through the 
cracks. Bourbon braised collard greens 
are a gloppy mess with an unadvertised 
blue cheese sauce, and completely unap¬ 
pealing when you want an astringent foil 
to butter and fiesh. Scallop hushpuppies 


could have done without the scallop and 
the eggy sauce gribiche — the whole of it 
is too earnest and busy. 

But we prefer a place that tries too hard 
rather than too little. Get a load of all the 
other ways the restaurant is accessoriz¬ 
ing itself. It has a fried chicken walk-up 
window, allowing one, if one were to 
have a late-night craving, to procure it

from a back alley hole in the wall. It also 
has a champagne and oyster bar, because 
grown-up life can be drab. What’s a more 
instantaneous way to make it less so? 

There are also four private diningrooms 
plus aback alley speakeasy, which is invite 
only (let us know if you get one). And, 
finally, the beloved rooftop you came to 
know and love at Joe’s Garage. It’s as iconic 
as Loring Park itself. You’re encouraged 
to bring your dog. 

The place is challenging to classify. It’s a 
fried chicken place that also serves lavish 
crustaceans, skirting up against fine din¬ 
ing while also serving as a neighborhood 
hang with PBR in the can. 

Like an 5 l;hing odd, it’s discomfiting at 
first, yet it ultimately captivates. 03

The B-Movie 
Fever Dreams of 
Seijun Suzuki 

Trylon microcinema 

It’s easy to empathize with the decision 
made in 1967 by Nikkatsu Corporation 
(Japan’s oldest movie studio) to sever ties 
with director Seijun Suzuki, though no 
doubt it was shortsighted from an artistic 
perspective. Suzuki was one of the studio’s 
most prolific filmmakers (having helmed 
a staggering 40 films in 12 years), and he 
demonstrated an irrepressible tendency to 
transform the most straightforward premises 
into disorienting cinematic experiments. 
Finding his radical reworking of pulp mate¬ 
rial incomprehensible, the studio terminated 
Suzuki’s contract. However, his enduring 
filmography remains a treasure trove for 
adventurous moviegoers. Presented at the 
Trylon microcinema as a monthlong ret¬ 
rospective, the B-Movie Fever Dreams of 
Seijun Suzuki resurrects a lurid landscape 
teemingwithyakuza gangsters, hired assas¬ 
sins, corrupt cops, hardened prostitutes, 
and destructive youth, all interconnected 
in a surreal web of distrust and violence. 
Rarely screened, the nine films constitut¬ 
ing the series include Tokyo Drifter (1966), 
Carmen from Kawachi (1966), Branded to 
Kill (1967),EightHours of Fear (1957), Youth 
of the Beast (1963), Passport to Darkness 
(1959), Gate of Flesh (1964), The Sleeping 
Beast Within (1960), and Fighting Flegy 
(1966). Feverishly envisioned, each work 
transcends genre expectations, suggest¬ 
ing a cinematic artist so far ahead of his 
time that half a century later audiences

Though he didn’t plan it that way, comedian 
Kermet Apio has become an internation¬ 
ally recognized performer as of late. ‘Tt all 
started in September when I toured Canada 
for a month,” he says. That led to shows 
in New Zealand and Israel. “They just fell 
together that way.” It’s an interesting time 
to be abroad, what with the inflammatory 
rhetoric of one of our presidential candi¬ 
dates. “That’s one of the things people in 
other countries want to talk about,” Apio 
laughs, “and Americans don’t. Trump gets a 
lot of play internationally which is kind of 
scary in its own way.

10 exceptional movies that await you in 2016

A new year is upon us, and with 
it the promise of yet more mov¬ 
ies. As stuffy prestige pictures 
expand into wide release and 
the studios dump their least promising fare 
into multiplexes, fret not as you look toward 
the next 12 months of moviegoing As always, 
a bevy of exceptional films awaits if you 
know where to find them. 

1) Cemetery of Splendour 

Apichatpong Weerasethakul rightfully 
won the Palme d’Or at Cannes for his last 
feature, the dreamy Uncle Boonmee Who 
CanRecall His Past Lives. The Thai auteur 
(affectionately known as Joe) makes his 
return with another intermingling of our 
world and that of the spirits, this one cen¬ 
tered around a widespread ailment whose 
primary symptom is seemingly benign: 
sleep. The same is unlikely to befall anyone 
watching Cemetery of Splendour — though 
tranquil, Weerasethakul’s work is so allur¬ 
ingly strange that it’s more likely to cause 
you to sit in rapt attention. 

2) Certain Women 

Michelle Williams collaborates with writer/ 
director Kelly Reichardt in the cerebral 
filmmaker’s latest, which debuts at Sun¬ 
dance in a few short weeks. Little has been 
revealed about the plot other than a logline 
describing the intersection of three lives in 


middle America, but Reichardt and Wil¬ 
liams have yet to lead us astray: Wendy and 
Lucy and especially Meek’s Cutojf are both 
excellent. Laura Bern and Kristen Stewart 
are also in the cast. Certain women indeed. 

3) Chevalier 

Along with fellow countryman Yorgos 
Lanthimos, Athina Rachel Tsangari has 
helped put contemporary Greek cinema 
on the map. In her droll follow-up to Atten- 
herg, six men on a fishing trip turn their 
attention away from catching the big one 
and toward a misbegotten competition to 
crown “the best in general.” They evalu¬ 
ate one another’s every action, from IKEA 
furniture-building ability to seafood recipes 
to (what else?) penis size, many of them 
crumbling under a level of scrutiny that 
this new addition to the Greek Weird Wave 
withstands like a champ. 

4) Disorder 

Home invasions and war-induced PTSD 
have rarely been melded into as tense and 
breathless a film as Disorder, Alice Wino- 
cour’s thriller set on a luxe estate in France. 
Winocour (who also co-wrote Mustang 
directs Matthias Schoenaerts and Diane 
Kruger with a mix of cold precision and 
understated tenderness that’s rare in this 
genre or any other. Here’s a near-guarantee: 
The first thingyou’ll do after watching it is 


listen to Gesaffelstein’s mesmeric electronic 
score, which hums ominously throughout 
and adds layers of meaningto an unexpected, 
altogether perfect final shot. 

5) Embrace of the Serpent 

Strange things tend to happen when explor¬ 
ers make their way down uncharted rivers, 
and so it is in Giro Guerra’s hallucinatory 
dramatization of two expeditions into the 
Amazon. The natives are justifiably skepti¬ 
cal of their European guests — this remote 
area is said to produce yakruna, a mythical 
plant with curative properties, calling the 
scientists’ motives into question. As with 
most outsiders, they’re quick to exploit 
this edenic land but slow to understand it. 

6) Knight of Cups 

Terrence Malick, whom you may recognize 
from such transcendent masterworks as 
The Thin Red Line and The Tree of Life, 
has once again deigned to grace us mere 
mortals with his elusive directorial pres¬ 
ence. The enigmatic filmmaker’s latest 
concerns a disenchanted screenwriter 
(Christian Bale) navigating the Hollywood 
dreamscape and all its superficial vagaries. 
This being a Malick picture, awe-inducing 
imagery and philosophical voiceover are 
as much a certainty as polarized reactions. 
His movies certainly require you to give 
yourself over to them, but doing so is akin 


to cinematic enlightenment. 

7) The Lobster 

Speaking of Lanthimos, the Greek writer/ 
director somehow landed an Oscar nom¬ 
ination for Best Foreign-Language Film 
despite Dogtooth's ungodly disturbing 
content and pitch-black sense of humor. 
(Not that it wasn’t well-deserved. If you 
haven’t already seen that singularly original 
comedy, drop everything and watch it now.) 
His English-language debut delivers on 
its bizarre (even for Lanthimos) premise: 
Colin Farrell stars as a recently single man 
who, like all uncoupled folks, must report 
to a seaside hotel and fall in love within 
45 days or be turned into an animal of his 
choosing. It’s every bit as dark and hilari¬ 
ous as that description makes it sound, but 
also subtly insightful about the nature of 
romance and coupledom. 

8) Sunset Song 

A new Terence Davies movie is always cause 
for celebration, doubly so when advance 
word is as enthusiastic as it is for Sunset 
Song. An adaptation of the novel by Lewis 
Grassic Gibbon, it tells of a Scottish farm 
girl coming of age on the eve of World War 
I. Davies, like Malick, has a deeply poetic 
sensibility. Whether in Distant Voices, Still 
Lives or The Deep Blue Sea, his arresting 
images glow, practically daringyou to look 
away. 

9) Tale of Tales 

Matteo Garrone (Gomorrah, Reality), 
another European filmmaker shooting in 
English for the first time, delves into the 
fantastical with a crisscrossing explora¬ 
tion of three fairy tales lifted from Italian 
folklore. Though uneven. Tale of Tales is 
uniquely ambitious — ever54hingfrom its 
unruly structure to its increasingly strange 
subject matter bears the mark of a direc¬ 
tor expressing himself as idiosyncratically 
as he knows how. In addition to the likes 
of Salma Hayek and John C. Reilly, the 
ensemble cast features a lovesick ogre, 
a dog-sized flea, and an imposing, oddly 
majestic sea serpent as porcelain-white 
as another famous leviathan. 

10) The Witch 

If we’re lucky, we tend to be blessed with 
one or two genuinely stirring horror movies 
a year. The Witch (subtitle: A New England 
Fable) is unlikely to be bested in 2016. Set 
at the edge of the woods, where a family 
of god-fearing Puritans has been banished 
by their former village elders, this 17th- 
century chiller understands that less is more 
when it comes to showing its eponymous 
conjurer. Witches may be spooky in their 
supernatural unknowability but they’ve 
got nothing on the kind of small-minded 
ignorance and fear that still persists cen¬ 
turies later. 03

The Great Work 

A superstar composer goes home to be reborn

F or the second year, 7th House 
Theater has premiered a new 
work for the holiday season. 
And for the second year, it’s a 
winner that freely mixes love, passion, and 
heartbreak into a moving, musical ride. 

Hans Gartner is a superstar composer 
and pianist near the end of his life. His 
mortality comes into focus after he col¬ 
lapses at a Carnegie Hall performance. 
The near-death experience pushes him 
to return to his birthplace of Vienna, 
which he hasn’t visited in decades. He’s 
accompanied by his less-than-enthusiastic 
daughter, Charlotte. 

The Great Work splits its time between 
present-day Hans and the 20-year-old 
starving artist version of Hans, who is try¬ 
ing to turn his talents into a career in post¬ 
war Europe. His big break comes when 
he gets a tutoring job with the wealthy 
von Laudon family. While Hans is teach¬ 
ing the piano to the von Laudons’ willful 
daughter Franny, he quickly falls for the 
older daughter, Elisabeth. 

That spark turns into more than love. 
Elisabeth encourages Hans to compose 
music, which launches his journey to 
fame. But somewhere along this path, 
the latter-day Hans lost his way. The only 
way to recapture that spark is to return 
to the von Laudon’s castle to perform. 

It’s best to think of the hourlong play 
as a short story instead of a full-blown 
musical. There are no subplots to stretch 
the action — or distract us from the main 


plotline. 

This simplicity serves the story well, 
though slower pacing would help to deepen 
the experience. That’s especially true 
when the younger Hans has to make a 
key decision: Should he stay in Vienna 
with Elisabeth, or go on tour as a young 
pianist? It’s a moment that deserves to 
be held as long as possible, but instead 
passes in a flash. 

While Grant Sorenson’s script would 
benefit from some extra cooking, that’s 
not true of David Harrow’s songs. Musi¬ 
cal- theater fans will recognize more than 
a little Stephen Sondheim in the score. 

The lyrics offer a strong mix of bitter¬ 
sweet nostalgia and the pure joy of being in 
love and creating art. Actors David Carey 
and Andy Frye make a convincing pair, 
presenting Hans at opposite ends of his 
life. They have the same twinkle, and their 
clear, passionate singing grabs the listener 
from the first notes. 

In fact, the vocals are tremendous from 
the entire eight-member cast. While the 
show is made up mostly of solos and duets, 
the occasional chorus Alls the room with 
a sound that makes you positively giddy. 
That’s especially true when the chorus 
sings Hans’ long-lost work. Every note 
carries the potential of a Viennese spring. 03

The Kid’s Alright... ish 

Can we acconnplish the first non-depressing article about local favorite 

Kid Dakota? Sort of!

W hat Fd like to do is write an 
article about Kid Dakota 
where the focus is on 
something other than 
depression, where the narrative arc of 
“finding a light in the darkness” is put out 
to pasture. I’m not particularly interested 
in the grisly details of Darren Jackson’s life, 
or in finding a resonant truth somewhere 
in his 15-odd years as Kid Dakota. 

I mention this to Jackson over dinner — 
how this one is going to be different. 

“Sure, do whatever. Hopefully it will get 
people out to the show. Do I write depress¬ 
ing music?” the South Dakota-born indie 
rocker responds, almost as a rhetorical joke. 
“I remember someone fi:-om City Pages, this 
was years ago, she was really eager to get 
into that. Her first questions were like. Why 
are you so depressing? What’s your fucking 
problem?”’ 

So far, any preconceived notions of the 
potentially mercurial musician are pleasantly 
obscured by the warm and candid musi¬ 
cian in front of me. Jackson, who will play 
his first Twin Cities concert in more than a 
year Wednesday at Turf Club, occasionally 
launches into his renowned reservoir of 
sensationally depraved stories, but there’s 
always a punchline. His girlfriend, Jamie, 
is seated with us at Sen Yai Sen Lek. They 


seem like they’re in love. 

I’ve got this half-baked question about why 
Kid Dakota’s music gets labeled as depressing. 
What is a sad song, exactly? What recipe of 
minor chords and platitudes is most effec¬ 
tive? I’m fumbling until I mention Adele, 
the current Kleenex Queen of pop music. 
Jamie stops me there. “Darren has a theory 
about Adele,” she says. Does he ever. 

“She’s got a great voice, right? We can’t 
argue with that. Whether she has any truly 
sad music though, I’m not sure,” says Jack- 
son, 44, who left Minnesota years ago to 
pursue a Ph.D. in philosophy at Virginia 
Tech. “I’ll say this: If you had a mediocre 
singer doing those songs, let’s see how they 
stand up. Because, with Adele, I’m sorry, 
but the songs are bullshit. Here’s what’s 
wrong with that song ‘Hello,’ okay? You 
didn’t call him a thousand times. Don’t lie 
about it. You called maybe seven times.” 

Taking issue with the amount of times 
Adele called her old flame is preposterous. 
When dealing with heartache, though, it’s 
key that the narrative feels specific to the 
listener’s own sensations—the things you did 
or didn’t say; what the subject was wearing; 
the crushing recall of apartment layouts. 
Jackson posits Elliott Smith — “He’s got 
the facts without pulling any punches” — 
as a sort of anti-Adele, though his modesty 


prevents him from using his own music as 
an example. 

Our entrees are cold by the time we get 
into the reason I’m doing the interview. 

Wednesday’s Kid Dakota show will be 
the band’s first with the original lineup of 
Jackson and drummer Christopher McGuire 
in a long while. To fuel expectations. Kid 
Dakota, who once played live consistently 
with a rotating cast of standout local musi¬ 
cians, has rarely performed in recent years, 
and Jackson hasn’t released new music since 
201Vs Listen to the Crows as They Take Flight 

When pushed for details about the group’s 
absence, Jackson’s response is dizzying. 

But first, the welcome news for Kid Dakota 
fans: There’s a ton of new music. Sessions 
with Low’s Alan Sparhawk were recorded 
back in 2013. Then, last year, after something 
of a musical breakthrough, more recordings 
began at Pachyderm Studio in Cannon Falls, 
with fidend/studio owner John Kuker. More 
Kid Dakota music and gigs should arrive in 
the summer when Jackson plans to move 
back to Minneapolis. 

But we’re talking about Kid Dakota, a 
band whose sadness is baked into its DNA. 
Any hope for a new narrative vanished as 
Jackson presented the following details: 
The musical breakthrough of 2014 was 
the result of a bicycle accident that broke 


his pelvis. He was effectively bedridden 
for months; he couldn’t even hold a guitar. 
Once Jackson became healthy, the record¬ 
ing process at Pachyderm was cut short by 
KukeFs unexpected death in February. The 
silver lining? Jackson and McGuire were 
reunited at Kuker’s funeral. 

“After the destruction is over and you’re 
still alive, there’s the matter of just how to 
live,” Jackson says. “That’s what I’m trying 
to figure out.” 

It’s dark stuff, but Jackson isn’t marinat¬ 
ing in darkness. When dinner is over, we 
go to the place where he’s sta 5 dng, and he 
plays Christmas standards on the guitar. 
We sing along. 

I reach McGuire by phone on Christmas 
Day for his take on the upcoming reunion. 
He’s preparing for a casino gig with another 
group in the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 
“We’re doing like holidayjazz standards for 
the blue-haired,” he reports, struggling to 
remember the city or the name of the casino. 

McGuire has spent large portions ofhis life 
on the road. He’s toured all over the world 
with the Mountain Goats and John Vander- 
slice, in addition to drurnminglocally in bands 
like 12 Rods and Kid Dakota. Recently, he’s 
been working on his own music in a project 
called Model Hawk that’ll be preparing a 
release in 2016. 

I explain the hope for this article to 
McGuire: A Kid Dakota story that’s free 
of sadness. It doesn’t register as I hoped 
it would. 

“I hope I’m not saying too much, but then, 
I guess I don’t care if I do embarrass him,” 
he responds. “Not that this is particularly 
embarrassingbecause it’s part of everybody, 
but Darren does get dark. You saw a great 
side of him, which isn’t to say there’s a bad 
side to him — he just gets dark. That’s still 
with him. He’s a depressed, dark dude. But 
things change. More ofhis music is hope¬ 
ful now.” 

I mention that this would be a good time 
for hopefiil Kid Dakota music, with the world 
being such a horrifying place nowadays. 
McGuire alleviates my concerns about doing 
another sad Kid Dakota piece, while doing a 
fine job promoting his show in the process: 

“Well, and I really mean this, even if we 
can’t be hopeful and the Earth is doomed, 
if you’re going to come to the Turf Club, 
you should forget about your troubles for 
awhile. You should go into this trance with 
Darren and I, hear some stories, and then, 
when the lights come up, the air will be a 
little sweeter.” 03

Tickle Torture 

FINE LINE, THURSDAY 12.31 

Based on his stage persona, you’d think 
Elliott Kozel spends most of his time 
making music at earth-shattering orgies. 
Since he went solo as Tickle Torture, 
Kozel, who has performed with a number 
of Twin Cities indie-rock bands, has 
developed a titillating spectacle of a 
live show. Typically wearing very little 
more than sequin-studded marble-bag 
underwear, a jeweled veil, gold body 
paint, and a headdress. Tickle Torture 
backs it all up with buff and gorgeous, 
nearly naked male and female dancers ^ 
and topless bandmates.

Kill the Vultures

With its twisted blend of beats, surreal 
poeticism, boisterous rap vocals, and 
abstracted acoustic instruments.

For far too long we’ve been told that Electric 
Light Orchestra were insufferable ’70s 
cheese, a bloated prog-rock monstrosity 
that valued production technique over real 
feeling and hovered near the top of the 
Reasons Punk Needed to Happen list. Truth 
is, there was a hell of a power-pop band 
beneath all those electronic strings and 
concept-record conceits, and even if Jeff 
Lynne’s bid for Beatledom fell a bit short 
of that lofty goal, the songs that resulted in 
the interim—“Don’t Bring Me Down,” ‘"Mr.

The Jayhawks

This performance by the Jayhawks is 
something of a post-holidays gift to their 
hometown fans. The Jayhawks — those 
rootsy, alt-country pioneers influenced 
by the likes of Gram Parsons, Buffalo 
Springfield, and the Band — aren’t even 
on tour. The band is currently a quartet, 
with longtime members Gary Louris, 
Marc Perlman, Karen Grotberg, and Tim 
O’Reagan. Still missingis foimdingmember 
Mark Olson, whose songwriting and imique, 
arid harmonies with Louris are Jayhawks 
touchstones. Olson initially left the band in 
1995, but returned for 2011’s Mockingbird 
Time, only to go back to his solo projects.
